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reduce mixed land uses

The Upland City Council Monday 
night approved portions of a general 
plan amendment aimed at reducing 
mixed land uses in the southeast 
section of the city. 

About half the changes adopted by 
the council would protect single - 
family homes from possible 
encroachment by multiple - family 
residential developments where 
they are permitted under current 
zoning and general plan 
designations. 

In all, the council approved 
changes for nine subareas totaling 
97.75 acres of the 27 subareas 
directly affecting some 500 acres in 
the proposed general plan 
amendment. 

The general plan amendment 
stems from the city’s complex study 
of the southeast quadrant, 1,234 
acres bounded by 13th Street on the 
north, Euclid Avenue on the west 
and city limits on the south and east. 

. While the proposed amendment 
would affect long - range land uses 
in the area, Planning Director Bill 
Young and council members 
stressed that existing land uses 
could continue despite possible 
future nonconformance with the 
general plan. 

However, Young pointed out that 
owners of properties with 
nonconforming land uses could not 
substantially expand upon existing 
uses. 

The council approved low 
density, single - family residential 
designations in the general plan for 
four subareas totaling 46.6 acres 
where duplexes, triplexes and 
apartments exist. 

Under current zoning and general 
plan designations, further multiple - 
family developments could be 
permitted in the subareas. 

While the council adopted changes 
for nine subareas, final approval 


will be considered by council 
members when they review other 
portions of the southeast and 
consider whether all the changes 
taken together would have a 
significant environmental impact on 
the area. 

The council referred four 
subareas back to the Planning 
Commission for further review. The 
commission will hold its fifth public 
hearing on the southeast quadrant 
May 4, when it will consider those 
subareas and 12 others. 

Proposed changes for two 
subareas were withdrawn by the 
commission March 23. 

Young said zone changes would 
eventually be recommended to the 
council in line with new general plan 
designations. 

He said the mixing of land uses 
developed in the southeast quadrant 
because as the oldest area of the 
city building there began before 
“zoning, planning commissions and 
things of that nature were really 
firmed up.” 

‘‘We have commercial areas 
intruding into industrial areas, 
industrial intruding into residential 
areas and residential areas 
intruding into both.” 

Young said, ‘‘What is happening — 
over a period of time with the 
perpetuation of those land - use 
patterns — is that the areas 
themselves have not realized their 
full potential.” 

Incompatible land uses contribute 
to declining property values in the 
southeast quadrant, he said. 

Young noted financial aid to 
rehabilitate low- to moderate - 
income housing is available through 
federal community development 
block grants. 

He said that if apartments 
replaced single - family homes in 
the southeast, many low- to 
moderate - income families could be 


‘taxed out’ of the area because the 
same subsidy programs do not exist 
for apartments. 

Young has recommended a 
planning objective policy statement 
in the general plan be revised io 
encourage conservation of existing 
housing. 

The current statement urges 
transition of older neighborhoods 
from lower to higher densities as a 
means of revitalizing the areas. 

The planning director said that 
encouraging higher densities has not 
worked, leading to ‘‘tacked on” 
units and substandard lots. 

Council members took no vote on 
this recommended policy change. 

Proposed changes in the general 
plan drew objections from several 
property owners who said the 
revisions would restrict 
development on their land. 

Rudy Guzman, who owns two lots 
near Los Olivos, requested he be 
allowed to put duplexes on his 
property under current multiple - 
family use permitted in the general 
plan. 

He noted that other property 
owners in his subarea already have 
one rental unit in addition to a 
house. 

Young said the changes in the 
general plan were bound to have a 
financial impact on some land 
owners, adding, ‘“‘We can’t please 
every body.”’ 

With Councilwoman Ina Petokas 
dissenting, the council approved 
single - family use as the future 
guide for Guzman’s property and 
other parcels in the subarea. 

The council referred a subarea 
Young called the ‘‘heart’’ of the 
general plan amendment back to the 
Planning Commission for further 
review. 

Single - family density is proposed 
in the amendment for subarea 5, 
which comprises 82.7 acres,

Uplander works to save railroad history

Once the hub of activity in towns 
and cities across the United States, 
an increasing number of railroad 
stations are being boarded up and 
abandoned or torn down. 

An Upland college student sees 
the stations as vanishing part of 
American heritage and hopes to 
preserve some of their history 
through a book of photographs on 
railroad stations in the Southwest. 

Lynn Merrill — a sophomore 
majoring in environmental science 
at the University of California, 
Riverside — has been taking photos 
of railroad stations for four years 
and started to think about mounting 
a comprehensive collection 18 
months ago. 

He traced his first interest in 
railroads back to playing with train 
sets as a boy, but said the idea for 
making a photographic record of the

stations was sparked when the 
Union Pacific station in Ontario was 
torn down in 1976. 

He noted that the Ontario 
Historical Society had tried to save 
the station and convert it into a 
museum. 

However, he added that plans for 
the Euclid Avenue underpass and 
the impracticality of moving the 
station helped seal its destruction. 

The demise of the Ontario station 
is typical of railroad stations in the 
area, Merrill said. 

He indicated that only Santa Fe 
offices in Upland and Cucamonga 
remain in active use. 

A station in Claremont is boarded 
up and two stations in Pomona are 
also closed, he said. 

‘“‘There’s a station in Alta Loma, 
which is on the Pacific Electric line 
(Southern Pacific), and it’s nothing 
but a shell anymore. It’s a beautiful

structure, but it’s been vandalized 
completely.” 

Rialto’s station is gone, 
Etiwanda’s Pacific Electric station 
is being used by a lumber company 
and Rialto’s Pacific Electric station 
is now a radiator shop, he noted. 

Merrill said, ‘“‘That’s just the 
general way railroad stations have 
been going.”’ 

What happened to the railroad 
stations? 

Merrill said they fell victim to 
modernization. 

“You've got an advanced system 
of communications on the railroads 
now. It used to be that when the 
railroads were first started 
information was passed by 
telegraph between the stations,” he 
explained. 

In the case of the Ontario station, 
Union Pacific substituted a mobile 
operation for the station’s freight 
agent. 

Merrill said a Union Pacific 
employee in a radio - equipped 
vehicle now serves the entire West 
End by going directly to businesses 
placing shipping orders. 

Contributing to the downfall of the 
stations is the general decline of 
importance of rail transportation in 
the United States, he added. 

Merrill said conversion of the 
stations to other uses — such as in 
Etiwanda and Rialto — is unusual. 

“In most cases, the railroads are 
just letting them sit idle,”’ he said. 

Merrill said a Riverside County 
station in Perris was converted into 
a museum and the Pomona Valley 
Railroad Society maintains a 
private exhibit on the Los Angeles 
County fairgrounds in Pomona. 

In addition to several engines, the 
society exhibit includes a station 
that used to serve Arcadia. 

He described Santa Fe stations in 
Upland, Claremont and Cucamonga, 
which has smaller facilities, as 
designed in a ‘‘mission - revival” 
style of architecture. 

Merrill added that most Union 
Pacific stations in the area were 
built around 1913, with stations in 
Riverside, Ontario and Fullerton 
also designed in the mission - 
revival style. 

The railroads used a few basic 
plans in constructing their stations, 
he said. 

During the 1930s, Santa Fe 
replaced wood structures with the 
current structures, Merrill 
explained. 

He said Upland’s Santa Fe station 
was rebuilt in 1937 and the Pacific 
Electric station was torn down in 
1968. 

“The purpose of the railroad 
station was to bring industry to the 
town,”’ Merrill said. 


“It would be the center point of all 
the activity in the town — who was 
leaving, who was arriving. The old - 
timers, I suppose, would walk down 
there and watch the trains pass by, 
and the kids would go down there 
and dream of being engineers and 
firemen.” 

Often agents lived at the stations 
and became important figures in the 
town, Merrill said. 

He said he plans to cover stations 
in California, Nevada, Utah, 
Arizona and New Mexico and write 
short histories on each railroad line. 
He added the book's value will be as 
a reference tool, something fellow 
railroad buffs might find 
interesting. 

Merrill, who holds two part - time 
jobs in addition to his college 
studies, said his project is time - 
consuming and can be expensive. 

He recently wrote the 
Smithsonian Institution in hopes of 
getting a grant to speed up his 
collection. The railroads themselves 
have been helpful in providing 
information, he noted. 

“It’s a part of our heritage I feel is 
disappearing, and if somebody 
doesn’t preserve at least part of it in 
pictures, it’s going to be gone — it’s 
going to be like the passenger 
pigeon,’ he commented. 


Action delayed on 
freeway — area site 


Just hours after the state 
Assembly defeated an attempt to 
override Gov. Edmund Brown Jr.’s 
veto of a bill to protect the Foothill 
Freeway corridor, the Upland City 
Council this week postponed a zone 
change request for land along the 
route. 


Former Mayor Abner Haldeman 
— who owns 10 of the 15 acres 
currently zoned for agricultural use 
— suggested the 60 - day delay 
Monday night in hopes that the city 
might know the fate of proposed 
Foothill Freeway extension when 
the request comes up again. 


The land is located at the 
southwest. corner of San Antonio 
Avenue and 20th Street, an area the 
freeway extension would slice 
through. 


The Assembly voted 34-29 in favor 
of a bill by Assemblyman Bill 
Lancaster (R - Covina) to require 
the state to buy land in the right - of - 
way threatened by development. 
Two - thirds vote was needed to 
override the veto. 

The council will consider the zone 
change again June 19.

More than 4,000 high school 
students in the West End will be ex- 
pelled from school beginning April 
26 and some will be refused high 
school diplomas unless they meet 
requirements for immunizations. 

Sue Brotherton, director of the 
San Bernardino County Health 
Department’s immunization 
program, said students without 
proper immunizations within the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District have been identified and 
notices to that effect have been sent 
to their parents or guardians 

The health department and dis- 
trict nurses will be establishing on- 
campus Clinics, beginning at 
Chaffey High School Monday, to 
provide shots for those students who 
are without the state-required vac- 
cinations. 

All high schools in the district will 
eventually have two or three-day 
on-campus clinics to provide the 
shots and students must comply 
with the law within a week of the 
clinie’s operation. 

The percentage of students 
without immunizations ranges from 
a high of 51 percent at Montclair

High School, with 1,112 to Upland’s 
26 percent, or 677. 

Robert Erickson, assistant 
superintendent of the district, said 
some students, if not immunized, 
could miss almost six weeks of 
school and therefore fail courses 
and not be eligible for graduation. 

He also said some students may 
already have the required im- 
munizations but have failed to notify 
the school. 

Once notified, either by the parent 
or doctor, the student won’t be ex- 
pelled, or if expelled, proper 
notification of immunization will get 
the student back into school, 
Erickson said 

Also, parents or guardians can 
waive the requirement for  im- 
munizations on religious or moral 
grounds. 

Erickson said a form to that effect 
has already been sent parents along 
with the notifications. 

Health and school officials said if 
the notices, which were sent home 
with students this week, failed to 
reach home, additional copies can 
be obtained from high school ad- 
ministration offices. 


Unimmunized students 
face school expulsion 


After May 15 no new students will 
be enrolled in the district without 
proof of the immunizations, 
Erickson said. 

Erickson said trustees decided in 
February on the spring immuniza- 
tion program rather than waiting 
until fall enrollment because it 
would create too much confusion at 
the beginning of the school year. 

Additionally, Erickson said the 
district stands to lose funds if large 
numbers of students are expelled 
because of average daily attendence 
(ADA) money received from the 
state. 

Also, Erickson said, ‘It will have 
quite an impact on the area if this 
many students are turned loose on 
the city.” 

He believes many students and 
parents haven't taken the im- 
munization program seriously and 
don't yet realize the full impact of 
the threatened expulsions. 

Brotherton, with the health 
department, echoed the assistant 
superintendent’s concern by saying, 
‘‘We must let the parents know we 
are serious and get them to respond 
to the papers we sent home.”

Annual reports reflected a year of growth for the West 
End Family Counseling Service during the agency's 
annual meeting held recently in Aita Auditorium at San 
Antonio Community Hospital 

During 1977, there was a total of 4,136 patient 
interviews, which included 339 new cases, 299 carried- 
over cases and 91 reactivated cases. There were 222 
children interviews and 648 people seen in group 
sessions. The average ages of the clients were 32 for 
males and 31 for females. The average income was $775 
with an average fee collected per visit of $8.94. 

Those seeking help had problems ranging from 
emotional ones, 19 percent; marital, 39 percent; 
personal, 26 percent; child-oriented, 10 percent, to 
probation, five percent and alcoholism, one percent.

Bail system 
unfair to poor

One of our most cherished 
constitutional rights is 
based on the premise that 
all persons are ‘‘innocent 
until proven guilty.’’ This 
guarantee has been the 
cornerstone of the 
American criminal justice 
system for 200 years. 

Our Constitution also 
recognizes that it is unjust 
to deny poor persons the 
right. to liberty while 
awaiting trial, and the 
Eighth Amendment 
prohibits “‘excessive bail”’ 
in criminal cases. Similar 
provisions are contained in 
California’s state 
Constitution. 

Yet, according to many 
legal experts in California, 
our present bail system still 
discriminates against poor 
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and disadvantaged persons. 
In many cases, they argue, 
any bail amount may be 
considered ‘‘excessive.’’ 
Furthermore, there are 
those who feel it is unfair 
for any individual to pay a 
fine if he or she is ‘‘innocent 
until proven guilty.” 

Under present law, a 
person who is arrested and 
charged with a criminal 
offense is entitled to bail. In 
cases involving a capital 
offense, the court has the 
option to deny bail if the 
facts presented in the case 
indicate the defendant is an 
extreme risk. 

Since many persons 
cannot afford the money to 
post bail, they must depend 
on the services of a 
professional bail bonds 
firm. The bonds firm 
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charges a substantial fee 
for this service — generally 
i0 percent of the full 
amount of bail set. This 
money is non - refundable 
even if the individual 
appears in court as 
scheduled and is proven 
innocent. 

Legislation which would 
institute a new approach 
has been introduced by 
Assemblyman Howard 
Berman (D-Los Angeles). 
Under Assembly Bill 1233, a 
person arrested and 
charged with a criminal 
offense would be entitled to 
post 10 percent of the full 
bail amount with the court, 
rather than with the bail 
bonds firm. The individual 
would also be required to 
sign an agreement with the 
court to assume liability for 
the remaining 90 percent. If 
the individual appeared in 
court as scheduled, the 10 
percent deposit would be 
refunded. 

The new measure would 
also establish a new offense 
for individuals who skip bail 
and would create a separate 
punishment for persons who 
aid the defendant in failing 
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to appear in court. 

Similar bail reform 
provisions have already 
been established in 16 states 
and by federal law. The 
proposed revisions in the 
California system are 
supported by the California 
State Bar and by individuals 
and legal experts from both 
end of the political 
spectrum. 

According to Professor 
Floyd Feeney, head of the 
Criminal Justice 
Department at the 
University of California at 


Davis, the new reforms 
would serve to protect the 
individual rights of the poor 
and would eliminate the non 
- refundable bail tax which 
he termed unfair. 

Feeney also believes the 
new system could result in 
a savings to the state in jail 
costs, reducing the inmate 
population, because 
families and friends of an 
arrested person would be 
more likely to assist in 
raising a bail deposit that is 
refundable. 

A recent court ruling also 


has fueled efforts to reform 
the process. In a suit 
brought by a group of 
taxpayers in San Francisco, 
the current system was held 
to be unconstitutional by a 
San Francisco Superior 
Court because it 
discriminated against poor 
persons. The case is 
currently under appeal.

Disease carriers protected 


Nearly two million 
carriers of genetic diseases 
in California can no longer 
be denied health insurance 
nor forced to pay higher 
premiums solely because of 
such conditions, according 
to Jerome A. Lackner, 
M.D., state health director. 

Under Senate Bill 246

A sudden attack of hic- 
cups, although almost 
always a source of amuse- 
ment to those who witness 
it, can cause embarrass- 
ment and discomfort to the 
victim. The disorder is a 
minor medical mystery 
since neither its cause nor 
its treatment is fully un- 
derstood, but only rarely is 
it serious enough to require 
medical treatment 

Hiccups are caused by 
spasmodic contractions of 
the diaphragm the 
muscular partition which

and which plays an impor- 
dant role in the breathing 
sprocess

Hiccups cai 
end with no treatment 
whatsoever, sometimes all 
that is needed is to have the 
victim's attention dis- 
tracted 

Occaionally, however, an 
attack of hiccups will go on 
for hours, for weeks, even 
in rare cases for years. In 
such instances, the victim 
cannot eat or sleep. has dif- 
ficulty breathing and can 
become gravely exhausted 
Long before this happens, 
medical treatment should 
be sought

irritants can trigger an at- 
tack of hiccups. It might be 
caused by rapid eating or 
drinking. particularly of 
highly spiced foods or of 
alcohol; gulping liquids that 
are too hot or too cold; ex- 
cessive smoking; fatigue; 
or hearty laughter after a 
big meal 

Hiccups sometimes 
develop as a post - operative 
complication or in associa- 
tion with a number of dis- 
eases including influenza, 
appendicitis, bronchitis, 
uremia, central nervous 
system disease and certain 
psychological disorders in- 
cluding hysteria 

Infants can be relieved of 
hiccups by a few gentle pats 
on the back. The same 
treatment — intensified — 
can be used for adults. 
Other home remedies in- 
clude holding your breath, 
breathing deeply, holding 
your tongue out so the glot- 
tis cannot close. and inhal-

If you use a disinfec 
tant, choose one that is not 
a phenol derivative — these 
compounds are especially 
toxic to cats. The package 
label will tell you if the 
product contains phenol 

Once the wound is clean, 
there’s no need for a ban- 
dage unless the bleeding is 
persistent. If the bleeding 
does continue — injuries to 
the foot pads and ears will 
bleed the most since these 
areas are filled with 
numerous blood vessels — 
apply pressure with a clean 
cloth held over the wound. 
After the clot forms you can 
have your veterinarian 
decide whether stitches are 
needed 

Bleeding noses and paws 
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commonly result from a 
pet’s attempt to retrieve a 
discarded food can. Preven- 
tion is easier than treat- 
ment, so push empty tins 
deep into your kitchen 
wastebasket and keep trash 
cans tightly covered out- 
side 

If you have a household 
accident, keep all pets con- 
fined until the last scrap of 
glass has been picked up 

Bites are more trouble 
than cuts since they usually 
create more than one 
wound. Dog bites may 
produce as many as four 
separate tooth marks that 
can be as much as three in- 
ches apart 

These bites also damage 
tissue several inches from 
the actual tooth mark when 
the skin is torn loose from 
underlying muscles. In such 
cases, your veterinarian 
will flush the opening and 
bind it. Healing usually 
takes a few days 

Obviously cat bites make 
less of an ‘“‘impression”’ 
than dog bites. But they are 
no less dangerous. Cats in- 
flict deep punctures that 
close up rapidly and trap in- 
fection causing bacteria 
under the skin. A neglected 
cat bite may become an

abscess (a pocket of infec- 
tion under the skin) and will 
need to be drained. 

Your veterinarian may 
use antibiotics to control 
the bacterial infections 
associated with puncture 


wounds. Having a young 
male cat neutered will 
lessen its tendencies to 


roam and fight and thus 
help prevent bite wounds. 

If a wound won't heal 
because your pet irritates 
it, you may have to use an 
Elizabethan collar — a 
large circle of heavy card- 
board or other stiff 
material that fits over the 
pet’s head and prevents it 
from turning and reaching 
the injury 

If the pet removes ban- 
dages with repeated 
scratching, you can wrap 
the foot on that side with 
cotton batting and gauze un- 
til the wound heals. 

Pets in pain may instinc- 
tively bite anyone trying to 
administer aid, especially if 
the antiseptic stings or if 
the wound is aggravated by 
movement. So even if your 
pet is normally good - 
natured, it is wise to apply 
some sort of mouth tie or 
muzzle before treating a 
sore spot 
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ing and exhaling into a 
paper bag 
Taking steady sips of 


water breaks the spasmodic 
rhythm for some people 
and others can be shocked 
out of their reflex spasm by 
being shouted at. Cold 
applications on the spine or 
warm ones on the 
diaphragm may relieve the 
spasms. The aim of all 
home remedies is to reduce 
the irritation to the 
diaphragm and to interrupt 
the rhythmic spasms 

If the hiccups have not 
subsided after an hour. a 
doctor should be consulted 
Sometimes it is necessary 
to empty the stomach by in- 
ducing vomiting or by 
irrigation. Sedatives. 
anesthetics or hypnosis 
may be used to put the 
patient to sleep and thus 
break the cycle. 

Other medications, such 
as anti - spasmodics, drugs 
which dilate the blood 
vessels and anti-nausea 
drugs may be indicated. In 
severe cases of prolonged 
hiccups, when other treat- 
ment does not provide relief 
the doctor may either tem 
porarily block or surgically 
sever one or both of the 
phrenic nerves which carry 
motor impulses to the 
diaphragm. 

Fortunately, most cases 
of hiccups do not call for 
such drastic intervention 
Usually all you need is to be 
surrounded by friends who 
will inevitably recommend 
one or more of the 300 home 
remedies which have, at 
one time or another, proved 
effective in curing hiccups

I poured 
a arink from the bottle on 
the stand next to the bed.” 
She began to sob. *‘I want to 
stop — really. I mean it this 
time. I’ve got to stop 
Please help me.” 
This woman knows that 
her unpredictable drinking 
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eee lowers to keep sand 
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binges are a sign of 
alcoholism. She has argued 
that she could control her 
drinking and that she really 
was just a ‘social drinker’ 
(whatever that is). But she 
couldn t 

She has blamed her cold 
and rejecting parents and 
her feeling unwanted as a 
child for her drinking. She 
has blamed her husband's 
job and his long periods on 
the road for her feelings of 
anger. of feeling unloved 
and attempted to escape 
these feelings by excessive 
drinking 

Today. perhaps only tem- 
porarily, she realizes she 
cannot cope with her life 
and that she uses alcohol for 
its anesthesizing effect on 
her mind and body. She is 
an alcoholic: she drinks to 
live and lives to drink 

A big hurdle in the psy- 
chotherapy of alcoholics is 
past. She admits there is a 
problem she is an 
alcoholic who needs and 
wants help 

We talk about bringing 
her family in so that they 
can understand. help and 
Support her in what is 
ahead. She agrees 

Alcoholism takes time to 
develop. and recovery from 
it takes time. too. But, by 
understanding that the 
alcoholic is suffering from a 
very real problem 
members of the family can 
help both themselves and 
her to see it through 

At this point. I turn out

An- 
tabuse is a safe and effec- 
tive deterrent to drinking 
Anyone on the drug 
becomes very unpleasantly 
ill if alcohol is consumed in 
any amount 

For many people each 
year. Antabuse is quickly 
successtul when psy- 
chotherapy is used as a part 
of the treatment plan 
Therapy's purpose is to help 
the individual recognize 
what problems exist and 
how to deal with them 
without the use of alcohol 

This often means facing 
immaturity. the need to 
blame others. tendencies 
toward self - pity. and per- 
sonality difficulties. as well 
as faulty family interaction 
patterns 

When a person begins An- 
tabuse therapy. he or she 
first receives a physical ex- 
amination from a_ physi- 
cian, since Antabuse reac- 
tions can be severe to

patients with certain 
medical conditions unless 
proper control is exercised. 

The patient knows that he 
or she cannot drink at all 
without discomfort, often 
severe — even up to five 
days after taking it. Proper- 
ly prescribed and super- 
vised. Antabuse is entirely

Antabuse is like a traffic 
cop who doesn't really 
make you not want to speed. 
but frightens the devil out of 
you if you do

Freeway 
override 


try fails

By a big margin Monday, the 
Assembly failed to override Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s veto of a 
bill that would protect the Foothill 
Freeway corridor through Upiand 
and Rancho Cucamonga 

Unless its supporters can muster 
54 votes on a second attempt, the bill 
is dead 

The Assembly vote was 34 in favor 
of the override, 29 against it and 17 
absent or not voting. A successful 
override attempt requires 54 votes, 
or a two-thirds majority 

Freeway supporters took the news 
calmly, since they had conceded 
previously that obtaining the 54 
votes would be difficult at best 

“It was an attempt to keep the 
pressure on so that something is 
done to maihtain the freeway right 
of way,’’ Ed Connolly, 
administrative assistant to 
Assemblyman Bill Lancaster, said 
after Monday's vote 

Lancaster, R-Covina, is chief 
author of the vetoed bill (AB 469) 

“You win some, you lose some,” 
Tony Malone, administrator of the 
Foothill Freeway Association, said 
Monday. ‘‘But I wish we'd win one 
once in a while.’ 

Freeway supporters are now 
expected to return to their previous 
strategy — to persuade the 


Assemblyman Bill McVittie, D- 
65th District, voted for the override. 
Assemblyman Terry Goggin, D-66th 
District, was absent. 





California Transportation 
Commission to keep the route in the 
state freeway system. 

The California Department of 
Transportation (Caltrans) plans to 
recommend deletion of the freeway. 
It would run from La Verne through 
Claremont, Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga to the Devore Freeway 
and San Bernardino. 

Connolly said Lancaster plans to 
appear before the commission 
Friday and urge it to take steps to 
protect the corridor against 
threatened home construction. 

The commission is scheduled to 
meet at 9 a.m. at the headquarters 
of the Los Angeles Department of 
Water and Power, 111 N. Hope St., 
Los Angeles. However, the Foothill 
Freeway issue is not formally on the 
commission agenda 

Lancaster was granted one final 
chance to obtain an override in the 
Assembly. That vote is expected 
next week. 

The Senate will face the issue only 
if the Assembly votes to override. If 
27 senators support the override, the 
bill would then become law over 
Brown's veto. 

But in the past three decades, both 
houses of the Legislature have 
overridden three vetoes by 
governors, and only one by Brown. 

The bill would require Caltrans to 
protect the freeway corridor against 
development ‘‘in hardship or 
protective cases.’’ It would 
authorize Caltrans to buy an 
estimated $1 million of land the first 
year and $200,000 each succeeding 
year 

The Assembly and Senate both 
passed the bill without dissent last 
year. In January, the Assembly 
accepted the stronger Senate 
version of the bill and sent it to 
Brown's desk 

Brown vetoed the bill Feb. 20. He 
carefully avoided taking a stand on 
the freeway, saying only that it was 
an issue that should be decided by 
the transportation commission. 


Expo faces 
time pinch

Time may already have run out on 
Expo 81. 

Although the fair promoters are in 
New York City in a last-ditch effort 
to raise $90 million to $140 million, 
there is reason to speculate they are 
engaged in a lost cause. 

Just 15 days remain before the 
final, apparently inflexible deadline 
for President Jimmy Carter to issue 
invitations to nations for participa- 
tion in Expo 81. 

And 15 days is not much time — 
considering what fair promoters 
must accomplish. 

First, Expo 81 organizers need a 
sudden shift in their so-far un- 
successful three-year effort to raise 
the funds needed to what would be 
the largest fair held in this country 
since 1939. 

Even if the money could be raised, 
however, other problems remain for 
fair organizers. 

Richard Henry, director of the 
conventions and expositions division 
of the U.S. Travel Service, said 
questions relating to financing are 
not the only unresolved points 
relating to the Ontario fair proposal. 

‘‘Several points would have to be 
cranked into our evaluation. It is not 
just financial, although the finan- 
cing obviously i is the most important 
point,’ Henry said. 

He noted that former President 
Gerald Ford, who gave qualified ap- 


proval to Expo 81, said the fair’s im- 


pact on the environment and Expo 
81’s organizational structure needed 
further study before the presidential 
invitations could be issued.

The City Council of the City of Montclair, California does hereby ordain

SECTION I. AMENDMENT TO CODE. Title 9 of the Montclair

The objectives and purposes of the conversion of apartments to con- 
dominium section are as follows 

(a) To insure a reasonable balance of rental and ownership housing in 
the community in a variety of individual choices of tenure, type, price and 
location of housing 

(b) To maintain the supply of rental housing for low and moderate - in- 
come persons and families, 

(c) To reduce and avoid the displacement of long - term residents, par- 
‘ticularly senior citizens and families with school - age children, who may 

required to move from the community due to a shortage of replacement 
‘Tental housing, 
; (d) Maintain consistency with the spirit and intent of the Housing Ele- 
ment of the adopted General Plan, and 

(e) Insure compliance with all requirements of all building and fire 
codes, zoning provisions and all other applicable local ordinances and 
regulations in effect at the time of construction of such structure, and shall 
in addition conform to and be in accordance with all local state re- 
quirements in effect at the time of filing of the tentative map for such con- 
version 
Sec. 9-9.108 Definitions 

(a) “Condominium” is defined as set forth in civil code Section 783. Con- 
dominium, as used herein, includes ‘community apartment.” 

(b) “Community Apartment” is defined as a development in which there 
js an undivided interest in the land coupled with the rights of exclusive oc- 
cupancy of an apartment located herein. Community apartments shall be 
subject to the same restrictions and conditions set forth herein for con- 
dominiums 

ic) Condominium Conversion’ is defined as the development or use of 
the land in existing structures as a condominium project regardless of the 
present or prior use of such land and structures, and regardiess of whether 
substantial improvements have been made to such structures. 

(d) “Condominium Project” is defined as the entire parcel of real 
property, including all structures thereof to be divided into two or more un- 
its for the purpose of constructing or converting existing structures to con- 
dominium units 

(e) ‘Moderate Income” is defined as the standard adopted by the City of 
Montclair in its General Plan including any revisions that may be made 
hereafter 

(f) “Apartment’’ means a dwelling in a structure designed for use to 
house three or more families living independently of each other and as the 
term ‘dwelling, multiple” is defined in Section 94.222 of this code. 

(g) ‘Project’? means the entire parcel of real property, including all 
structures thereon, all or part of which is rented or leased for residential 
purposes and is proposed to be divided, as land or air space, into two or 
more lots, parcels, units or right of exclusive occupancy 

(h) ‘Vacancy Deficiency” means the number of vacant apartment units

(j) “Vacancy Surplus” means the number of apartments being offered 
for rent or lease in excess of 3% vacancy rate 
Sec. 9-9.104 Conversions Permitted: Conditional Use Permit. 

Conversions of apartments to condominiums may be permitted subject to 
the issuance of a conditional use permit in accordance with the provisions 
of Article 19 of Chapter 4. In granting such conditional use permits, the 
Commission may stipulate conditions, in addition to those required by the 
provisions of this chapter, which will tend to safeguard the health, safety 
and property values in the area 

The Commission may grant a conditional use permit authorizing conver- 
sion of apartments to condominiums which are not contrary to the objec- 
tives and purposes of Section 9-9.102.

(a) The Commission finds and declares that when the number of vacant 
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apartments being offered for rent or lease in the City is equal to or more 
than 3% of the total number of such dwelling units offered for or under ren- 
tal or lease agreement in the City, a housing shortage does not exist which 
is consistent with the purpose of this chapter and with the declared goals 
and objectives of the City relating to its Housing Element of its General 
Plan 

(b) The Commission further finds that the conversion of existing apart- 
ment buildings into community housing, such as condominiums, planned 
developments, community apartment projects and stock cooperatives, 
does not unreasonably diminish the supply of rental housing nor excessively 
displaces residents and will tend to require them to move outside of the 
City of Montclair when a housing shortage exists 

(c) The conversion consists of at least eight (8) dwelling units 
Sec. 99.105 Tentative and Final Map Requirements 

(a) Unless there is a vacancy surplus pursuant to Section 94 9012 (j) no 
applications for approval of a tentative or final map fer a project subject to 
the provisions of this chapter will be filed and or accepted 

(b) When there is a vacancy surplus, an application for approval of a ten- 
tative or final map may be filed with the Community Development Depart- 
ment if the number of lots, parcels, units or right of exclusive occupancy 
proposed does not exceed the vacancy surplus by more than 407, 

(c) California State Subdivision Map Act required findings: The City of 
Montclair shall not approve a final map for a subdivision to be created 
from the conversion of a residential real property into a condominium pro- 
ject or a community apartment project unless it finds both that 


(1) ‘‘Each of the tenants of the proposed condominium or community 
Apqriment house project has been or will be given 120 days written notice 
of intent to convert prior to termination of tenancy due to the conversion or 
proposed conversion. The provision of this subdivision shall not alter or 
abridge the right or obligation of the parties in performance of their con- 
venants, including, but not limited to the provision of services, payment of 
rent or obligations imposed by Sections 1941, 1941.1 and 1941.2 of the Civil 
Code.” 

(2) ‘Each of the tenants of the proposed condominium or community 
apartment house project has been or will be given written notice of an ex- 
clusive right to contract for the purchase of their respective units upon the 
same terms and conditions that such units will be initially offered to the 
general public or terms more favorable to the tenant. The right shall run 
for a period of not less than 60 days from the date of issuance of the subdivi- 
sion public report pursuant to Section 1108.2 of the Business and Profession 
Code, unless the tenant gives prior written notice of his intent not to exer- 
cise the right.” 

(d) In addition to the other requirements of this title and requirements of 
the California State Subdivision Map Act, such maps shall be accompanied 
by all of the following information 

(1) Age and length of occupancy of every tenant and occupant, in- 
cluding children, in the project on the date of application; 

(2) Current rents for each unit, including the date and the amount of 
the last two rental increases, 

(3) The approximate proposed sales price of each unit, 

(4) Household composition; 

(5) A list of the names and addresses of all current tenants, typed on a 
sheet of gummed labels. The Secretary of the Commission shall give 
written notice of requested conditional use permit to current tenants at 
least ten (10) days prior to the date of the public hearing, and 

(6) Any other information which in the opinion of the Director of Com- 
munity Development will assist in determining whether the proposed pro- 
ject would be consistent with the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 99.106 Buyer Protection Provision. 

For the protection of purchasers of individual units, all condominium and 
community apartment subdivisions should comply with the following 

(a) The City of Montclair shall be a part of the CC&Rs and shall ap- 
prove said CC&R’s in addition to any changes thereafter. The covenants, 
conditions and restrictions (CC&R’s) or equivalent document shall contain 
on the first page, in type as large as any type used in the CC&R’s, a notifica- 
tion in substantially the following terms: 

(1) NOTICE 

THE TERMS OF THIS DOCUMENT ARE LEGALLY BINDING 
READ IT CAREFULLY. A REAL ESTATE BROKER IS QUALIFIED TO 
ADVISE ON REAL ESTATE MATTERS. IF YOU DESIRE LEGAL 
ADVISE, CONSULT YOUR ATTORNEY 

(b) A document entitled ‘INFORMATION SHEET FOR 
PROSPECTIVE PURCHASERS OF A CONDOMINIUM OR COMMUNITY 
APARTMENT UNIT” signed by the subdivider shall be filed with the 
Director of Public Works and a copy shall be furnished by the subdivider to 
each purchaser prior to the time he incurs any obligation to purchase such 
a unit. Such documentation shall be in a form approved by the Director of 
Public Works and shall contain the following information: 

(1) The name, address and capacity of each person or firm involved in 
the construction conversion, rehabilitation, sale or financing of the project 

(2) A legal description of the project and map showing the location of 
the individual units, the common areas and facilities. 

(3) A listing of the services and facilities to be furnished to individual 
owners and a statement of all fees and other conditions applicable to the 
use of such services and facility 

(4) A statement of the estimated annual operating and maintenance 
costs for all common facilities and services for the next three years as 
prepared or reviewed by a professional management firm familiar with 
operating and maintenance costs of similar property in the area 

(5) As to the conversion of existing structures, a statement granting to 
each purchaser a one year warranty on all appliances installed in his unit, 
and granting to the Homeowner's Association and to all purchasers of in- 
dividual units a one year warranty on all structures in the project and all 
electrical, heating, air conditioning, plumbing, ventilation equipment and 
roofing 

(6) A statement granting to each purchaser of a unit the right to cancel 
his purchase of such unit, without cause for liability provided he gives 
written notice of cancellation within fifteen (15) days after he signs the 
purchase agreement 

(7) The statement of any other information that the Director of Public 
Works reasonably determines shall be furnished to a prospective purchaser 
to enable him to make an informed decision regarding the purchase of a 
unit in that project. 

(c) A detailed building inspection and report shall be made, at the

If any person shall violate any of the provisions 
of this ordinance, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punishable by a fine of not more than Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($500.00) or by imprisonment in the County Jail for a period of 
not more than six (6) months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Such 
person shall be deemed guilty of a separate offense for every day during 
such portion of which any violation of this ordinance is committed, con- 
tinued or permitted by such person and shall be punishable therefor as 
provided by this ordinance

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
MONTCLAIR ADDING SECTION 9$-4.263 OF ARTICLE 2 OF CHAPTER 4 
OF TITLE 9 OF THE MONTCLAIR MUNACIPAL CODE AND ARTICLE 1 
OF CHAPTER 6 OF TITLE 9 OF THE MONTCLAIR CITY CODE 
RELATING TO DEVELOPMENT S'ITANDARDS FOR SERVICE 
STATIONS 

The City Council of the City of Montclair does ordain as follows: 

SECTION I. AMENDMENT TO COIDE. 

Section 94.263 of Article 2 of Chapter 4 of Title 9 of the Montclair 
Municipal Code is hereby amended and added to as follows 

Section 9-4.263.1 Service Station. 

“Service station” shall mean an area or structure where motor vehicle 
fuel is sold 

Section 9-4.263.2 Service Station - Fisll Service. 

“Service Station - Full Service” provides for the sale of motor vehicle 
fuel, sales and installation of accessories. No repair work is done except 
exchange of parts and maintenance req'siring no open flame, welding, or 
the use of highly flammable liquids. All service and repair work must be 
completed in normally one working day. Permitted services include greas- 
ing, oiling, tire repair, battery servicing, air conditioning service, ap- 
proved steam cleaning, ignition services and general automotive repair. 
Sei vices and maintenance excluded inc:hude painting, body work, heavy 
duty engine overhauling. 

Section 94 263.3 Service Station - Dispensing Only 

“Dispensing only service stations’’ shall mean a service station which 
provides fueling only with no other services, accessory sales or mis- 
cellaneous sales. 

Section 9-4.263.4 Service Station - Mix Use 

‘“Mix Use Service Station”’ shall mean a service station which has a use 
other than defined under Section 9-4.263.2 - Full Service. 

SECTION II. AMENDMENT TO CODE 

Article 2 of Chapter 4 of Title 9 of; the Montclair Municipal Code is 
hereby amended as follows: } 

CHAPTER 6. DEVELOPMENT S1!ANDARDS 

Article 1. Service Stations. | 

Section 96.101. Minimum Lot Size } 

(a) A full service or dispensing only¢service station site shall consist of 
an area of not less than 22,500 square, feet, and the following minimum 
dimensions shall apply: | 

(a) 150 feet along a major street; and 

(b) 130 feet along a secondary or jocal street 

(b) A mix use service station site shall consist of an area of not less 
than the following 

(1) For strictly automobile / truck service oriented uses (excluding 
auto parts store) conducted in a single: building, a mix use service station 
shall consist of an area of not less thangs22,500 square feet and the following 
minimum dimensions shall apply: 

(i) 150 feet along a major street; ‘and 

(ii) 130 feet along a secondary or ‘local street 

(2) If the mix use involves a non - jautomobile / truck service oriented 
use or two or more buildings, the site must consist of an area of not less 
than 32,000 square feet. 

(3) Depending on the nature and intensity of the use, the Planning Com- 
mission can require additional lot are:a for paragraphs (1) and (2) above 

Section 96.102. Pump Islands 

(a) Pump islands for a full serviceeor mix use service station shall con- 
sist of the following: 

(1) Pump islands shall be located not less than twenty (20°) feet from 
the street right-of-way (property line ) 

(2) There shall be a maximum of four (4) pump islands with not more 
than four (4) meter cabinets per island. Two (2) fuel outlet hoses for each 
meter cabinet shall be permitted 

(3) One oil display rack, permanerst or mobile, which is architecturally 
compatible with the other equipment flocated on the pump island may be 
placed at each pump island \ 

(b) Pump islands for a dispensingjonly service station shall consist of 
the following: 

(a) Pump islands shall be located mot less than twenty (20') feet from 
the street right-of-way (property lin 

(b) There shall be a maximum of four (4) pump islands with not more 
than four (4) meter cabinets per islarid. Two (2) fuel outlet hoses for each 
cabinet shall be permitted. ' 

Section 96.103. Walls and Fences. 

Masonry (brick, block, slumpstone, etc.) walls shall be required on in- 
terior property lines where adjacent tp or across an alley from any residen- 
tial or professional zone. The height and color of the wall shall be deter- 
mined by the Planning Commission. , 

Section 96.104.1. Restrooms. 

(a) “A restroom for women and a restroom for men for use by 
customers and employees shall be provided in all service stations 

Section 96.104.2. Restrooms: Screening. 

All restroom entrances shall be screened from view from adjacent 
properties and street right - of - way’ by decorative structural screening 

Section 96.105. Lighting 

Top - mounted pole lights, generally mushroomed in character, shall be 
required and shall be so situated and shielded as not to direct or reflect 
lighting on adjacent properties or public rights - of - way 

Section 9-6.106. Parking. 

(a) For full service service staticms there shall be provided a minimum 
of one parking space for each employee, plus two (2) for each service bay. 
All off - street parking spaces shall 'e striped and shall consist of one ap- 
proved handicapped space and the remainder shall be nine (9’) feet by 
twenty (20’) feet as a minimum dirnension 

(b) For dispensing only service stations there shall be provided a 
minimum of one parking space for each employee, plus two (2) for air and 
water servicing. All off - street parking spaces shall be striped and shall be 
a minimum of twelve (12') feet by twenty (20’) feet dimensions including 
one approved handicapped space. 

(c) For mix use service stations there shall be provided for the basic 
service station use a minimum of one parking space for each employee, 
plus two (2) for air and water servicing. All off - street parking spaces shall 
be striped and shall be a minimum if twelve ( 12’) feet by twenty (20’) feet 
and include one approved handicarped parking space. Parking for other 
uses on the same site shall be in conformance with minimum standards 
provided for by code or as required by the Planning Commission. 

Section 96.107. Utilities 

All electrical, telephone, C.A.T.'V. and similar service wires or cables 
which provide direct service to the property being developed shall, within 
the exterior boundary lines of such property, be installed underground. The 
developer or owner shall be responsible for complying with the re- 
quirements of this section and he shall make the necessary arrangements 
with utility companies for the installation of such facilities. 

For the purpose of this section, apprrtenances and associated equipment, 
such as, but not limited to, surface mounted transformers, pedestal 
mounted terminal boxes, and meter‘ cabinets, and concealed ducts in an un- 
derground system may be placed alsove ground but in all cases shall be con- 
cealed from public view in a mamper approved by the Planning Commis- 
sion. ' 
Section 96.108. Architecture. | 

Service stations shall be so designed that the architectural theme will 
reflect the most recent thinking in good service station design. ‘‘Ranch”’ or 
‘“neighborhood’’ types shall be acceptable, and other innovative designs 
may be permitted provided the same can be shown to be an asset to the 
larea under consideration and will not cause other structures and property 
in the local environment to materially depreciate in appearance and value. 
To accomplish the desired architecture, the use of ornamental brick, stone, 
letc., on the exterior of the building is encouraged 

Section’ 96.109. Service Bays.. 

(a) For full service service stations, the following shall apply: 

(1) There shall be provided and used a minimum of three (3) service 
bays in all cases. 

(2) The entrance to the service bays shall not be open to the street but 
shall be so designed to face the xear or interior side property line. 

(3) A masonry facade or raised planter (brick, stone, rock, etc.), shall 
be installed from grade thirty - six (36’’) inches high along the outside of 
that portion of the service station structure which constitutes a vertical 
wall at the opposite end of the serwice bay entrance. A pedestrian entrance 
may be permitted in this wall. 

(4) Windows in the exterior service bay wall constituting in excess of 
ten (10%) percent of the total wall area shall not be permitted. The Plan- 
ning Commission may, without benefit of a public hearing, reduce the 
amount of permitted window aria when it can be shown such action will 
further the objectives of this chapter.

Such poster 
type signs shall be located at an approved site. Such signs may be used for 
price or special message avertising. 

(f) Signs for mixed uses service stations shall be incorporated into the 
above permitted signs under paragraph (1) or (2). An additional sign may 
be permitted by the Planning Commission for mixed use service stations if 
the application of ‘nese standards is found to be a hardship and the area of 
the site is larger than the minimum required by Code. 

Section 96.113 Landscaping. 

Landscaped areas shall be required along street frontages (except at 
drive locations) and all such planted areas shall be contained within a 
planter backed up by an ornamental masonry wall (brick, stone, etc.) of 
not less than eighteen (18’’) inches nor more than twenty - four (24"') inches 
in height. The material used for the construction of such raised planters 


shall be the same as that used on the exterior of the building, or other. 


related material as approved by the Planning Commission 

One specimen (24'° box minimum) on - site tree shall be provided 
within the general area of the main structure in approved planters. All 
other trees shall be of a minimum size of fifteen (15) gallon trees Such 

trees shall be contained with a raised planter of not more than eighteen 
(18") inches in height. A ground cover and such other plants as deemed 
necessary shall also be provided within such planter 

Additional planters shall be required at two (2) locations along both the 

interior side and rear property lines. A minimum fifteen (15) gallon six (6°) 
foot tree, plus ground cover and shrubs shall be provided within each of 
such planters. 

An automatic sprinkling system providing 100 percent irrigation to all 
planted areas shall be installed: hose bibs shall be provided at convenient 
locations ' 

For mix uses the Planning Commission may require additional 
landscaping to meet general commercial standards

work day for completion. 

(b) Sales, display, dispensing or servicing of non - automotive related

(a) Automobile body repair and painting shall not be permitted in any 
case 

(b) Outdoor storage of products or parking other than customer park 
ing 

(ce) Outdoor storage of dismantled vehicles 

(d) Vehicle impounding 

(e) All uses not listed as permitted 

Section 9-6.114.3 Activities Controlled in Dispensing Only Service 
Stations. 

No uses shall be permitted outside of sales of gasoline except the sales 
of candy, soft drinks, cigarettes, snack products dispensed by an automatic 
machine 

Section 96.114.4 Prohibted Uses in Dispensing Only Service Stations 

The following uses are prohibited 

(a) Outdoor storage of products or parking other than customer park 
ing. 

(b) Outdoor storage of dismantled vehicles 

(c) Vehicle impounding. 

(d) Tow services 

(e) All uses not listed as permitted 

Section 96.1145 Activities Controlled in Mix Use Service Stations 

(a) The service station shall be allowed one of the displays for 
accessories, wipers,- tires, shocks, etc., to be located outside the main 
building. Such display shall be limited to a maximum area dimension of 
three (3') feet by four (4’) feet. The intent is to permit one of the following 

(i) A wiper storage case, 

(ii) A shock absorber storage or additives case; 

(iii) Four (4) single tires located at the discretion of the operator. In

(c) Truck servicing not to exceed two axle 

(d) Heavy duty engine overhauling normally requiring more than one 
work day for completion. 

(e) Other uses, the Commission finds compatible to those permitted 
uses and to the general area 

Section 96.114.7. Prohibited Uses in Mix Use Service Station 

The following uses are prohibited for all service stations 

(a) Any use limited to or prohibited in the M-1 and M-2 zone 

(b) Any use requiring outdoor storage or parking other than customer 
parking. 

(c) Outdoor storage of dismantled vehicles 

(d) Automobile body repair and painting shall not be permitted in any 
case. 
Section 96.114.8 All Activity in Structure 

All activities including the servicing of automobiles shall be conducted 
within the service station building 

Section 96.115.1 Locational Criteria 

A conditional use permit shall not be granted for a gasoline service sta- 
tion at any location unless: 

(a) The parcel under construction is located along a major street, as 
defined in the adopted Development Plan for Circulation and Transporta- 
tion; and 

(b) The maximum number of service stations per intersection does not 
exceed two (2). This.provision shall not prohibit existing service stations 
which are located at intersections where a greater service station density 
exists from redeveloping so long as the minimum service station 
developments are met. 

(c) The mix uses are compatible to the area 

(d) Such mix uses have compatible traffic flow 

Section 9-6.115.2 Zoning Criteria 

(a) Full service service stations may locate in C-1, C-2, C-8, M-1, and 
M-2 zones. 
> (b) A dispensing only service station may be located in a C-3 zone only 

(c) A mix use service station may be located in a C-3, M-1, or M-2 zone 
only.
